I hate to disillusion Mr. Shantz 
but no, I don’t own shares in the 
hail suppression business. Mr. 
Shantz must really be down on 
hail suppression to believe that 
everyone who is for it is getting a 
rake-off, or maybe he just likes 
that hail. After the slough of let- 
ters that he has rained upon us, I 
am beginning to think that that is 
his trouble. 

To me it is a perfect exampie of 
the old saying that a little bit of 
knowledge is worse than none at 
all. He has learned a few basic 
theories about meteorology and 
right away thinks that he is in a 
Position to inflict his knowledge on 
others. I too learned a few theories 
On the subject, and in fact it was 
drilled into us for two years in the 
Air Force during the war, and I 
wouldn't even dare to predict rain 
in Vancouver. It is one of the most 
unpredictable sciences known to 
man so far, and that is why we 
must experiment. 

True, it is unfortunate that we 
must foot the whole bill, but is it 
any different from any other aspect 
of farming? Every time we put 
seed in the ground, it’s an experi-

I 
know this, that it’s going to take 
experimenting and not chapters 
of theories and counter theories to 
prove or disprove the value of hail 
suppression in this province. 
Comparing hail suppression to 
blood-letting gives rise to some in- 
teresting speculations, but then we 
must not get too personal, must we. 
At any rate it’s too late io fight 
about it now, so let's wait until 
next year. If this discussion must 
continue to clutter up the pages of 
The Pioneer, let's hear from some 
new sources of information. It's 
better to quit than to get fired,

THE DIESEL FIREMAN DISPUTE ON CANADIAN PACIFIC 


TWO YEARS AGO, in April 1956 the Firemen's Union demanded wage increases and other benefits involving 
substantial increased costs. 


AT THE SAME TIME Canadian Pacific proposed that, as firemen were not necessary, they should no longer be carried 
on diesel locomotives in freight and yard service. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC also proposed dropping both arbitrary wage payments for which no service was rendered 
and differential wage rates in mountain territory. 


IN DECEMBER 1956 a Federal Board of Conciliation recommended substantial wage increases and other benefits. 
At the same time, it found that firemen were not required on diesel locomotives in freight and yard service and 


made provision for protection of their employment. It also found that payment of arbitraries and mountain differen- 
tial should be modified. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC accepted the Conciliation Board's report. 
THE FIREMEN'S UNION rejected the report and called a strike on January 2, 1957. 
THE STRIKE WAS ENDED on January 11, 1957 on the following basis:— 


1, Canadian Pacific agreed to pay the substantial wage increases retroactive to April 1 of the previous year and 
other benefits recommended by the Conciliation Board. 


2. The Union and Canadian Pacific agreed to refer the DIESEL ISSUE as well as payment of arbitraries and mountain 
differential to a ROYAL COMMISSION. 


3. The Union and Canadian Pacific agreed to negotiate these issues in the light of and immediately following the 
publication of the ROYAL COMMISSION'S Report. 


THE KELLOCK ROYAL COMMISSION of three senior judges devoted ten months to hearing 119 witnesses and, at 
the request of the Firemen's Union, made on-the-ground investigations across Canada and also made observations 
on four major European railway systems. It was the most extensive and thorough investigation in the history of 
labour relations in Canada. 


IN ITS UNANIMOUS REPORT published February 4, 1958 the ROYAL COMMISSION found that:— 


1. Firemen are not required on diesel locomotives in freight and yard service on Canadian Pacific either for safety 
or any other reason. 

2. The proposal of Canadian Pacific for protecting firemen from loss of employment and seniority is fair and generous, 

3. Arbitraries have become unrealistic and should be dropped and payment made on the basis of service rendered, 

4. Mountain differential payments should be dropped and replaced by valley differential. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC accepted the report of the KELLOCK ROYAL COMMISSION as it had undertaken to do 
when the Commission was appointed. 


THE UNION rejected ‘the report, stating that nothing in it was acceptable to them. They did so knowing that not 
one fireman would suffer loss of railway employment who was hired before the proposal to discontinue firemen 
on freight and yard diesels was made in April, 1956. All across Canada there are less than 100 firemen hired 
after that date and now working who face possible lay-off. 


ALL EFFORTS of Canadian Pacific to settle the dispute through negotiations with the Firemen's Union have failed. 


FOR TWO YEARS firemen have enjoyed substantial wage increases. During these two years action on the diesel 
issue has been postponed while the Union had every contention it could advance investigated by two enquiries. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC has a duty to the public to operate the railway efficiently and economically. 

CANADIAN PACIFIC, to fulfill this duty, has given notice to the Firemen’s Union that the findings of the KELLOCK 
ROYAL COMMISSION will take effect on May 11, 1958. 

THIS ACTION is in accordance with Federal labour law.

Testing For Shrinkage 

Measure and mark it off (12”) 
along the selvage edge with a ruler 
and pencil. Wet the edges and 
iron dry. Measure again. If the 
marked portion measures less than 
12 inches preshrink and re-iron. 
Straightening Material 

If your material does not shrink 
it may still need to be straightened. 
If the material is not torn across 
the end, draw a crosswise thread 
and then cut along this thread. 
When the material is folded in half 
lengthwise the ends should be to- 
gether. I may be necessary to re- 
press the centre fold to 
material straight.

Preshrinking 


Cotton, linen, slub rayons: 


completely cover material with 
cool water. Soak at least thirty 
minutes. Squeeze out water but do 
not wring. Hang the material ac- 
ross a straight rod or top of door. 
Straighten the material so that the 
ends are even, (Check to see that 
the material is torn across the 
ends or cut straight with the weave 
of the material). If pressing is nec- 
essary, run the iron parallel to the 
selvage and not across the material. 

Wool 
Dry cleaners will usually pre- 
shrink your wool material for you. 
Home method: Wring out a sheet 
in water. Spread the wool out on 
the wet sheet and roll both up to- 
gether. Leave this for several 
hours until the material is quite 
damp. Press on the wrong side with 
light pressure being careful to run 
the iron parallel to the selvage. Do 
not stretch the material as you 
press. Do not fold the material un- 
til thoroughly dry,

TREE PANTING: The spring of 


making new plans to plant trees 
around their farmsteads and along 
roadsides as shelterbelts. 

To those of you who have ordered 
your trees for planting this spring 
there are some words of advice I 
would like to give you. Your trees 
will be coming directly to you via 
C.P.R. Express to your nearest 
shipping point. You will be ad- 
vised of their arrival a few days in 
advance by mail. It will be your 
responsibility to pick up these 
bundles of trees and take care of 
them until they can be planted. 

If your order is a small one you 
may want to plant the trees by 
hand, Also if it is replacements 
you will have to plant them, but 
definitely, by hand. Many of you 


plant them) 


name on the list along with the 
others. There will again be a 
small charge for the tree planting 
service. 

These bundles should be taken 
to your place and do as _ follows: 
Keep them in a cool, shaded place 
and keep the roots well moistened. 
Unless it is possible to plant them 
within a few days of their arrival, 
you should open the bundles 
“heel” them into the ground. Dig 
a trench deep enough to accom- 
modate the roots and set them in, 
packing ground around the roots 
and keeping them well moistened. 

The trees will likely start to come 
from the nurseries within the next 
week or two.

Notes From D.A. 
By Howard J. Fulcher 
One of the best quardians against 
erosion of our land by wind or 
water is a protective covering. The 
trash cover (residue of previous 
crop) should not be burned after 
the winter protection has been pro- 
vided. This trash cover should be 
kept near the surface and can be 
readily incorporated into the soil 
and will continue to protect the 


soil from erosion. This residue 
will break down and as it decom- 


poses it makes available plan food 


for the growing crops. 

Do not burn the stubble and straw 
in the spring. This procedure elim- 
nates the protecton from erosion 
and destroys the trash which builds 
up the organic matter which will 
provide plant food. In addition the 
intake moisture capacity of a soil 
is greatly increased by the organic 
matter, this factor is important in 
preventing water holes developing. 

There are a number of problems 
with handling of a heavy trash 
cover, to incorporate it, it must be 
well spread and carefully handled 
with the farm equipment. Often 
after the incorporation of large 
amounts of straw a depressed yield 
will result, indicated by pale yellow- 
ish green coler in the growing crops. 
This caused by a lack of nitrogen 
in the growing crops at the time 
this straw is breaking down, after 
the straw is decomposed there is 
more nitrogen than if no straw had 
been incorporated, 

This problem can be handled by 
the use of a commercial fertilizer 
33.5-0-0,  27-14-0, or Anhydrous 
Ammonia can be used. The choice 
will depend on your own conditions. 

Use all measures possible to in- 
corporate this trash, the burning 
it off is a short sighted measure, 
as the problem of trash incorp- 
oration the following years to burn 
is more difficult because of the lack 
of organic and bacterial life.
